Bahad By Mr. Cnaky Fnm 
Umr. OImibM WMh 

Mr. John Crosby, aged 77 years, Is 
dead at hia home on the Kennard 

pike, his death having been caused by 
some one having administered poison 
In his coffee. 

Mr. W. F. Thomas and wife, near 
relatives of Mr. Crosby, who have 
been keeping houae and taking care 
of hia (arm ft>r him (or Mveral yeara, 
were also poisoned, but will recover. 

A half-witted negro, about 40 years 
of age, who is known as Ned or 
"Blackjack," is in jail here, It being 
thought that he is the one who ad- 
ministered the poison. 

Yesterday morning about 6 o'clock 
Mr. Crosby, Mr. Thomas, wife and 
two ehildran aat down to the break- 
fast table to partake o( their morning 
meal, all of them taking eoKee ex- 
cept the children. 

Immediately after breakfast Mrs. 
Thomas went to her room with the 
children, leaving her husband and Mr. 
Crosby In the dining room. Soon af- 
ter one ot the children hurried down 
staira and told Mr. Thomai that his 
wKe had taken suddenly 111. He hur- 
ried up staira but by the time he had 
gotten to her he also felt sick. Then 
one of the children came up stairs 
and reported that Mr. Croaby wu al- 
so 111. 

Mr. Thomas, realizing tliat some- 
thing out of the ordinary was taking 
place and that the lives of all were 
probably in danger, immediately ran 
to the phone to call on neighbora (or 
assistance. A(ter trying to get sev- 
eral of his nelghborsbors without 
avail on account of the line being 
busy, he finally succeeded in getting 
Dr. Berry at Washington, and was ad- 
vised that all should take an emetic 
of salt and water to get rid of the 
poison. Mr. Thomaa admlniitered the 
emetic to all and aoon atterwarda two 
phyaiciana arrived. 

It waa aeen that Mr. Croahy'i con- 
dition was critical and they and he 
were given heroic treatment, but to no 
avail, and he passed away about noon 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas, were also very 
ill, but soon began to Improve and 
were reported as being out of danger 
yeaterday afternoon. It la not known 
whether Mr. Croaby got more o( the 
polaon than the r«t o( the Ounily or 
whether bin heart waa too weak to 
battle with the polaon. 

Deputy Sheriff George W. Laycock, 
Constable Jambes McNamara and 
Coroner Charles Slack were notified 
and left for the scene of the crime 
at 12:30 yesterday afternoon. After 
making an inveatigatlon they went 
out Into the comfleld on the Croaby 
farm and placed under arreat the ne- 
gro known as Ned, who haa been with 
the Crosby family since he was five 
years of age, having been taken from 
the County Infirmary by Mr. Crosby. 
He is a half-witted fellow and can 
not talk very plainly. When arrested 
he had a corn kni(e in hia hand but 
lie made no attempt to nae it 

Mr. Thomaa aatd yeaterday a(ter- 
noon that Mr. Croaby had reprimand- 
ed Ned Tuesday for not tlelng up 
some fodder properly. This scolding 
seemed to make the negro mad and 
on Tuesday night be did not go to bed 
at the usual hour and Instead of 
sleeping In hie regular bed room went 
to a room above tho Utohan. It is 
thought that he arooa early and put 
Paris green hito the cdhw pereo- 
lator, there behig a email anpply o( 
Paris green In a cabinet on the back 
porch. 

Mr. Thomas said that the family 
noticed the coffee being green but 
thought that It was probably because 
it was too strong. He said that a 
cup waa given to the negro in the 
kltehen and that bo then wont to Uw 
dining room. When be rotvmed the 
coffee was gone, bat it la Hot thonSbt 
the negro drank it as be nevar be- 
came sick.

That depends — if lii-'s pliysicaliy (it — purely on his (•conoinii' 
status. Is he needed at home, to take care of dependents, or to do 
work necessary for the war, or bothT If he ean be spared from home 
and work, hr'II lie ciiiledaoon. If he him u family really dependent on 
his earnings, liu may never be called at all. It 'a the single men and 
the married men whoae wivea can take oare q| themaelvea who are 
likely to be examined and sent to the training 'eampa in the next 
bath of recruits. 

Registered men are divided into five classes, starting with those 
who can inosl c jisily s|)iiP( d for fighting, Vunning through variouK 
grades of iiCL'dud-at-homeneHH, and ending with the physically inca- 
pable. Every man will soon be asaigned to a class, and will then 
know whether or not lie is subject to an early call. 

Among all the numbers assigned to u particular class the low 
numbers will be called firat. Inasmuch aa 'an entire class will be 
called at about the same time, such precedence will not matter much.

The soldiers will appreciate them now as much as 
they used to when they were little fellows, coming into th^ kitchen 
huugiy after a morning's play.

A farmer near there ia said to have sold the following produce at the 
prices named : 

"Eighteen bales of cotton, $2,700; 100 buahels of peas, $300j-200 
bushels of corn, $4r)0 ; ;5,00() bundles of fodder, |75; syrup, $1005 sweet 
potatoes, $75.

The death 
list is not expected to go higher than 
flttaea although more than a score 
of doeka workman fcava been report- 
ed aa miMiag. Ona man la already 
under arraat as tha raaalt of com* 
bined eltoru of aoerat aarvica man 
and police. He Is Tohn W. Hitter- 
man, alleged to hafe been seen run- 
ning away from the pier when the 
blaze was discovered. Other arraats 
are expected shortly. 

Baltimore, Md., October 31— Twelve 
men are nnaooonnted tor and damage 
eetlmated at flva million dollara was 
done In the Ore that swept the B. * 
0. plera here today, aeoording to the 
latest reports. 

Five of the men believed dead were 
working on the piers. Two are un- 
accounted for among fifteen of the 
crew of the nrltlsh steamship Kerry 
Range, which was badly damaged and 
sank today. They leaped over-board 
when the flamea awept from the pier 
to the vessel. Bzploaioa punctuated 
efforts of Baltimore's entire flre-flght- 
Ing force. Piled on the pier and with- 
in steamships were many cases of 
ammunition, which detonated as tlie 
flames reached them. Foodstuffs | 
went up in smoke, food tbat was to | 
have gone to the army of America 
andll^oe. AU dovbt aa to the orig- 
in of the lire waa removed by state- 
menu from the B. ft 0. guard and 
firemen stationed at the pier. A few 
seconds before the flames broke out 
in five sections of the pier, these men 
saw what appeared to be rockets go- 
ing up from half a d ozen placet . 
These were followed by muffled ex'- 
pioslons and tha flames came Immedi- 
ately. Less than Ave mlnutea before 
the entire structure waa to flames the 
chief watchman had made a complete 
round of the pier. 

Officials of the n. *i 0. this morn- 
ing fixed the loss at five million dol- 
lars. This is covered partly by the 
railroad's replacement fund and in- 
surance. Only by heroic work did 
the firemen save huge elevators of 
the a * 0., wbioh are laden to their 
capacity with grain.
